Prosecutor Smietanka Ponders Impact 


On Criminal Justice System

Plea-bargaining, 
the con- 


troversial practice of reducing a 
criminal charge to a lesser of- 
fense in return for a guilty plea, 
may come to an end in Berrien 
county. 


Berrien Prosecutor John A. 


Smietanka said during an in- 
terview that he is currently 
studying the feasibility of en- 
tirely doing away with plea- 


bargaining, and indicated its 
demise may come by early 
summer. 


"I would definitely like to 


eliminate it," said Smietanka, 
noting: "I'd like to'put it into 
effect early this summer if pos- 
sible." 


The purpose of plea-bargain- 


ingt principally, has been to do 
away with the time and expense 
of court trials in criminal cases.

Maurice Stans 
Pleads Guilty! 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Former Commerce Secretary Maurice 


H. Stans pleaded guilty today to five misdemeanor counts of 
violating campaign laws while he was chairman of Richard M. 
Nixon's 1972 re-election finance committee. He was the third 
member of Nixon's Cabinet to plead guilty or be convicted of 
criminal offenses in the post-Watergate era. Although he pleaded 
guilty, Starts said his violations of the campaign laws were unin- 
tentional.' 


"In each of these transactions I made a good faith judgment at 


the time that the Finance Committee was complying with the law, 
but it now turns out that was not the case," Stans said in a 
prepared statement outside the courtroom. Stans could be sen- 
tenced to One year in jail and a $1,000 fine on each count but that is 
considered Unlikely. U.S. District Judge John Lewis Smith asked 
for a presentencing report and did not set a date for sentencing.

"Probation caseloads already 


are extremely high in most 
counties. In some case, I'm sure 
the judges are faced with either 
sentencing an individual to 
prison * or turning him free 


without any supervision," he 
added. 


"Because of this problem and 


the imminent housing crisis, we 
are trying to hire additional 
probation officers with special 
'federal funds. 


"We also are looking down the 


road toward long-term proba- 
tion enrichment through two 
special demonstration projects 
in eight counties that should 
give judges greater options in 
sentencing," he said. 


The three-year test programs 


involve 
Berrien, 
Calhoun, 


Genesee, Saginaw, St. Clair, 
Kent, and Oakland counties and 
part of Wayne county. 


"Even if we somehow got the 


money tomorrow for several 
new prisons and were able to 
begin construction next week, 
we still couldn't get them built 
fast enough to meet the housing 
requirement of the increasing 
number of commmitments," he 
said.

It costs about $40,000 per bed 


to construct new facilities at 
today's prices and $5,000 per 
inmate in annual operating 
costs, he said.

Smietanka said the prime 


reason he want to get rid of 
plea-bargaining is because of 
his belief that the public is los- 
ing faith in the criminal justice 
system. 


"People don't believe the sys- 


tem's working," the prosecutor 
stated. "The community has to 
respect the criminal justice 
•system and feel it's doing what 
it's supposed to." 


Smietanka feels a complete 


loss of faith in the system by the 
public could result', eventually, 
in a return to vigilante and 
prairie justice. 


"The criminal justice system 


has got to fulfill two goals—and 
if.it fails either, it must be 
modified," the prosecutor not- 
ed. He said the first goal is that 
the system must assure justice 
in the vast majority of cases, 
and the second is tgive the ap- 
pearance to the community that 
justice is being done. 


"The criminal justice system 


is fulfilling the goal in the first 
case," he continued, "but the 
second isn't." To assure that the 
system fulfills the second goal, 
we've got to try and eliminate 
one of the biggest weaknesses 
apparent to the public."This, 
Smietanka feels, is plea-bar- 
gaining. 


Plea-bargaining, as the public 


sees it and as is often the case, 
means an individual commits a 
crime, but is punished for 
"something less than he ac- 
tually did," Smietanka stated. 


Others have suggested the 


practice of plea-bargaining also 
has resulted in some person- 
s—under the stress and threat 
of prosecution—pleading guilty 
to reduced charges, when in fact 
they were innocent of any 
charge. Another complaint 
heard against the practice is 
that it may cause police officers 
to place initial charges greater 
than warranted, knowing that 
plea-bargaining 
likely will 


reduce the ultimate charge. 


But plea-bargaining is not all 


bad, the prosecutor noted. He 
pointed out that it "gives a' 
flexibility to the law" in in- 
terpreting statutes which don't 
provide for treating some 
special cases, such as youthful

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offenders or first time of- 
fenders.

He also noted that his office 


must lodge a charge against a 
suspect within 24 hours of his 
arrest, and usually the only in- 
formation to rely upon in that 
short time is the police report. 
Smietanka explained a suspect 
might be arrested for armed 
robbery, and that charge is. 
placed against the man. 


But further investigation, 


after the 24 hours, might reveal 
it was actually an unarmed 
robbery. So the charge is 
reduced. Many interpret that as 
a plea-bargain, Smietanka said, 
which is not really the case. 


A plea-bargain is a negotia- 


tion between a defense attorney 
and the prosecutor or a member 
of his staff, in which the defense 
attorney attempts to get the 


prosecutor to drop the original 
charge and let his client plead 
guilty to a lesser charge. 


The basic reasons for indulg- 


ing in plea-bargaining, Smie- 
tanka said, are the vast number 
of criminal cases, 
meaning 


there is not enough time or 
manpower to take every one to 
trial, and the avoidance of trial

Tighten Inheritance Tax Law 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A bill which would tighten the state's 


19th Century inheritance tax law and generate about $18 million a 
year in revenue has been approved by a House committee. The 
House Taxation Committee reported the measure out Tuesday, 
sending it to the floor for debate. The bill would make life in- 
surance payments in excess of $60,000 taxable. Currently all such 
payments are exempt. Joint property now exempt would be taxed, 
but a surviving spouse would be exempt from $30,000 in joint 
property, in addition to a general exemption of $30,000. The com- 
mittee added a $250,000 exemption for farms.

Dying Mother Hopes Shell Find 


New Parents For Her Children 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Linda Hardy, a 


terminal cancer patient whose last wish is to 
find a good home for her three children, was 
interviewing.candidates from her hospital 
bed. "I'm not looking for much," 32-year-old 
Mrs. Hardy said Tuesday. "I definitely want 
a Catholic family, someone living who would 
keep the kids together, but I don't care 
whether they're rich or not." 


Mrs. Hardy, who was confined Saturday for 


an operation this week, said her choice will 
rest on "what I feel in my heart and what I 
feel is best for my children." But the 
children — Sheri, 12, Joey, 10, and Amber, 6 
— will get the final say-so, she added. 


"I've read that sometimes kids blame their 


parents for dying. I hope my kids don't think 
I ran out on them," said Mrs. Hardy. Mrs. 
Hardy said betiTiusband deserted the family 
five years ago and that she hasn't heard from 
him since. She has supported the family on 
$209 a month in welfare payments and money 


she occasionally receives from her father, a 
57-year-old truck driver. 


Mrs. Hardy learned she had cancer two 


years ago when she discovered a lump in her 
breast. She has undergone several operations 
since then. William Bradway, her doctor, 
said he anticipated operating again Thurs- 
day. 


"With breast cancer you can buy time," he 


said. "Hopefully, we can buy her a few more 
months with operations, then we'll go to 
drugs to keep her alive a while longer." Mrs. 
Hardy said she filed for a divorce about a 
week ago to gain custody of the children so 
she can assign a guardian for them. 


"I have about five weeks to go until the 


divorce is final," she said. "I hope I can last - 
that long and everything can be taken care 
of." Meanwhile, Mrs. Hardy said she has 
named her brother, an Air Force staff ser- 
geant in WfchRa, Kan., as guardian in he.- 
will.

Airline pilots have become impor- 
tant cogs in the transportation wheel.

The latest of these occurred last 


November when the 32,000-member 
U.S. Airline Pilots Association object- 
ed strongly to carry hazardous freight 
on passenger planes. The officers of 
ALPA acted after numerous reports of 
problems with such cargoes, including 
an explosion on board a cargo jet in 
Boston which apparently was caused 
by leaking chemicals. 


Fearful of threats by the pilots that 


they would refuse to fly passenger 
planes carving hazardous cargoes, 
most American airlines were quick to 
accept the pilot's demands on this is- 
sue. The question now has moved to 
the International Federation of Airline 
Pilots conference in Vienna. 


The pilots have presented a good 


position for their basic argument; 
Before the issue reaches a point of 
confrontation, however, a better un- 
derstanding of what is involved needs 
to be made. ALPA contends that 90 per 
cent of passenger flights . contain 
dangerous cargoes, but the Federal 
Aviation Agency — the government 
agency most directly involved — says 
only 5.5 per cent of passenger flights 
include material which could be con- 
sidered hazardous. 


It is difficult to understand how in- 


dividual surveys by the two could be so 
far' apart. Materials which are 
inherently dangerous or carry the po- 
tential tor causing; trouble in flight 
ought not be that difficult to detect.

and 20 years later the evidence 
strongly suggests the underlying con- 
dition has not changed. 


The $300 million arms shipment to 


Cambodia is not a great gamble con- 
sidering the assistance given by Rus- 
sia and Red China to its native Com- 
munist insurgents. It could even buy 
some time for the Cambodians to 
patch up an armistice between them- 
selves. 


It should not be extended, however, 


with any idea similar to what Woodrow 
Wilson called for in demanding U.S. 
entry into World War I.

WASHINGTON - Regardless 
of what is happening in the rest 
of the country, ev idence in 
Washington is that all the really 
important people are planning 
to continue prosperity. Theirs, 
anyway, and often at the back­ 
breaking expense of Mr. and 
Mrs. America. 
The truth is particularly 
ev ident after dark. Luxurious 
nightlife here, is, as ev er, 
popular among our leaders. 
Factories sit idle, millions are 
jobless, 
human 
gloom 
is 
perilously close to chaotic but 
the capital’s social whirl seems 
unaffected by economic trends. 
The parties go on, the state 
dinners continue, the grand 
balls are still held — and the 
rich and fortunate, the women 
dressed in Oscar de la Renta 
frocks, and all of them snacking 
on 
stuffed 
partridge, 
are 
carefree and gay into the wee 
a.m. 
Nowhere is the excess more 
disturbing, perhaps, than the 
White House. Ev en in good 
times the functions there are 
thought by some as superfluous. 
Now they are drawing increas­ 
ing criticism. Letters to news­ 
men and to the president, are 
questioning the propriety of 
sumptuous state fetes while 
millions of priv ate citizens dine 
on budgets. 


To be sure, the White House 
parties are spectacles. Rep. Dan 
Flood (D-Pa.) showed up at one 
recently with a top hat and 
black cape, and he was un­ 
derdressed. A reporter estimat­ 
ed the wife of a banker at a 
January party was wearing 
$12,000 worth of attire and ac­ 
cessories. About 120 people 
usually attend the big ones. 
Harps play, marine combos do, 
too and waiters in formal attire 
walk about. Entertainers are 
free but the other bills, as if you 
didn’t know, are borne by the 
public. 
And what bills. Nobody knows 
precisely how much is spent on 
anything in the White House, 
the figures being too widely 
distributed through the books of 


many federal agencies, but the 
total operating aUowance for the 
Executiv e may be as much as 
$9 0 million annually. Ford 
employs between 1,500 and 2,000 
people to care for his affairs. 
The 15 gardeners who tend the 
White House flowers, to illus­ 
trate, are paid with the com­ 
bined tax obligations of as many 
as 
200 
av erage 
American 
workers. 
, As for the parties, expenses 
can only be imagined. Including 
food, salaries, « ctra protection, 
etc., they run into fiv e figures. 
For what? For Kirk Douglas. 
For oil company presidents. For 
bankers and generals — and of­ 
ten for political impressions. 
Most assuredly, the guests are 
taken 
in. 
Actress^ Jayne 
Meadows wept at one White 
House afiair because, sitting in 
the 
splendor 
among 
the 
diamond fingers and gold 
throats, she said she was just 
ev er so happy “to be in 
America.’’ 
Jerry Ford, of course, did iwt 
inv ent the White House party. 
The ti*adition has been around 
since 
George 
Washington. 
George, as it happéhed, mice 
held a cabinet lev el meeting to 
determine proper state dinner 
etiquette. Jefferson held them 
only reluctantly, saying all that 
needed celebrating in America 
was the Fourth of July. Biit 
Andy “ By God” Jackson held 
functions that scandalized the 
town. Many of his guests, men 
in coonskin caps, had to be 
quietly rem ov í when they 
passed out drunk. 
The common folk stopped at­ 
tending the parties when Martin 
Van Buren took office. He b ^ n 
the strategy, unchanged to this 
day, of carefully screening 
guests for their importance. 
Since then the affairs hav e 
embraced 
munificence 
and 
abandoned meaning. Calv in 
Cooledge was said to be so bored 
with tl^ stuffy gatherings that 
he fell asleep regularly. When a 
guest primly asked Cal if he’d 
ev er participated in sports in 
his youth, he replied, yawning:

WASHINGTON — Political 
power stays with the office and 
does not follow an indiv idual 
who once may hav e occupied it. 
That is why no person in 
gov ernment can be indispensa­ 
ble, ev en if named Henry. And 
why that old cry, “The king is 
dead, long liv e the king,” is 
more practical and realistic 
than coldbl(K>ded. 
Nowwhere today is there a 
better example of the continuity 
of power and the transitory na­ 
ture of indiv iduals than in the 
House of Representativ es. 
The single most important 
member of the House on the 
crucial questions of taxation, 
SiK'ial Security, welfare and 
general economic surv iv al has 
been for the past two months 
one Albert Conrad Ullman of 
Oregon. He has, insofar as can 
be determined, worked steadily 
and smoothly and intelligently 
toward a sensible solution. 
Procedural 
reforms 
hav e 
eroded some of the power the 
chairman of Ways and Means 
used to hav e. But Ullman has 
nev ertheless functioned well 
and won the respect of his 
colleagut*s. 
Yet Ullman is the same man 
w ho had little to say publicly for 
nine terms, who was described 
by friends as “cautious” and by 
detractors as “slow,” and who 
si'cmed to hav e small input into 
committee deliberations. 
He sat for more than a decade 
in the total shadow of Wilbur 
Mills, who was regarded as 
“The King of the House” and its 
number-one legislator. Mills 
ptrniitted no subconmiittees. no 
challenge 
and 
little 
compromise. 
He 
was 
the 
dominant House v oice on taxa­ 
tion problems’ indeed, it was 
widely 
assumed 
no 
other 
Congressman 
had 
much 
knowledge on the subject. 
When Mills stepped dowTi as 
Ways and Mtans chairman, 
howev er, the Republic did not 
fall. Ullman promptly began 
behav ing like a chairman, and 
seems well on his way to 


orchestrating an acceptable 
economic program. 
This is a useful reminder that 
whatev er the ev ils of the 
Congressional seniority system, 
it is still capable of coughing up 
out of its long and dark pipeline 
people of ability and patience 
who need only their chance in 
the sun. A little infusion of 
power can do wmders with the 
obscure personality. 
'Ullman, of course, is only 
beginning to build a record and 
his 
ultimate 
power 
and 
philosophy can be but dimly 
perceiv ed. No one has yet been 
heard to say, howev er, that they 
miss the way Mills ran things. 
The same phenomenon was 
v isible in the House last year as 
Peter Rodino presided ov er the 
Judiciary 
committee’s 
im­ 
peachment hearings. Rodino 
had only succeeded to the 
chairmanship the year before, 
after an obscure career of no 
particular distinction except 
longev ity. 
Rodino prtK*eeded to run a 
difficult and historically sensi­ 
tiv e hearing in which he was 
conspicuously fair, knowledgea­ 
ble and efficient. He made no 
major mistakes, despite pres­ 
sures from the President and 
from hot-headed liberals. He 
helped to accomplish the re­ 
tirement of a President in a 
manner of which the entire 
country can be prouud. 
The House reforms in the 
selection of chairmanships has 
greatly 
weakened 
the 
old 
inflexible seniority system and 
made it more likely that future 
chairmen will be selected on the 
basis of talent rather than 
simple line of succession. For­ 
tunately, howev er, the old sys­ 
tem seems to hav e worked in 
spite of itself in the case ol Al 
Ullman.

You don't haw to be Irish to 


like corned beef — in fact, it's 
not truly an Irish dish at all and 
is served only now and then in 
Ireland. 


Irish-Americans and almost 


all Americans of all nationali- 
ties are. the real corned beef 
eaters, says Maryann Beckman, 
Food Marketing Agent for the 
Kalamazoo district 


The term "corned" comes 


from the old English meaning 
for grains (of salt) which were 
embedded into beef to preserve 
it. Today's corned beef is made 
by pickling the beef in salt 
brine, mixed pickling spices, 
and sugar, for lp-14 days or 
longer. . 


It's usually made from beef 


brisket, plate, round or rump 
and cost and tenderness depend 
on which cut is used. Corned 
beef from round and rump are 
more tender, more desirable 
and thusly more costly. Corned 
beef from brisket and plate are 


less tender and sell for 20-30 
cents less per pound. These are 
the ones found most often. 


Corned beef in today's market 


is not inexpensive to begin with, 
but when advertised as specials 
for St. Pat's day, prices are at 
their lowest of the year. Also, • 
since it's boneless, cost per 
serving for the four servings per 
pound, classes corned beef as a 
thrifty buy. 


You'll see both "points" and 


"flats" of corned beef offered 
too. "Flats" are leaner, more 
desirable and cost more than 
"points." Look to the label for 
kind and style as well as cut. If 
the cut Is not mentioned, it's 
likely made from the brisket. 
Check labels too for flavor; 
some are plain, some mild- 
cured'and/or garlic flavored. 
Choose the type, style, cut and 
flavor you like best. 


Corning any of the cuts par- 


tially preserves the cuts and 
adds flavor, but since less 
tender cuts are used, corned 


beef requires long, slow cooking 
to make it tender. Most need to 
be removed from the film bag, 
rinsed, put into a kettle and 
covered completely with cold 
water. Bring to a boil, then 
lower to simmering tempera- 
ture and simmer until tender 
(several hours).,Do not boil; 
boiling toughens. Corned beef 
can also be covered with 'water 
and pressure cooked at 10 
pounds pressure for 12-25 
minutes per pound, depending 
on thickness. 


A newer kind of corned beef 


now available is the pre-ten- 
dered, which can be cooked in 
about half the time. Clearly 
marked as "corned beef for 
oven roasting," it needs no 
liquid and no cover when roast- 
ed. Cost, of course, is higher for 
this added convenience. 


Corned beef requires a special 


carving technique. Best results 
will occur if you begin at the 
narrow end and cut across the 


grain into one-eighth iricli 
slices. The grain changes; 
directions 
as 
carving; 


progresses so turn the meatso' 
cross-grain cutting can con-; 
tinue. 


Serve corned beef with sofer- 


. cream-horseradish sauce, mus- 
tard sauce, relishes, chili-pickle 
sauces, pineapple raisin sauce 
or just simply "as is" with the 
traditional cabbage. There's 
plenty of cabbage available this 
year too, and though supplies 
are smaller than a year ago, 
prices are the same and quality, 
is excellent. Cabbage will retain 
best 
flavor 
and excellent 


quality, along with more nu- 
trients, when cut into small 
wedges and cooked quickly (15 
minutes or less).. 


So whether you're Irish- 


American or any other na- 
tionality, choose corned beef 
and cabbage this week and save 
on the "green" while St. Pat 
and friends are wearing the 
green.

Corn Beef Isn’t Truly Irish 


You d on’t have to be Irish to 
like corned beef — in fact, it’s 
not truly an Irish d ish at all and 
is served only now and then in 
Ireland . 
Irish-Americans and almost 
all Americans of all nationali­ 
ties are the real corned beef 
eaters, say s Mary ann Beckman, 
Food Marketing Agent for the 
Kalamazoo d istrict. 
The term "corned ” comes 
from the old English meaning 
for grains (of salt) which were 
embed d ed into beef to p reserve 
it. Tod ay ’s corned beef is mad e 
by p ickling the beef in salt 
brine, mix ed p ickling sp ices 
and sugar, for 10-14 d ay s or 
longer. 
It’s usually mad e from beef 
brisket, p late, round or rump 
and cost and tend erness d ep end 
on which cut is used . Corned 
beef from round and rump are 
more lend er, more d esirable 
and thusly more costly . Corned 
beef from brisket and p late are 


less tend er and sell for 20-30 
cents less p er p ound . These are 
the ones found most often. 
Corned beef in tod ay ’s market 
is not inex p CTisive to begin with, 
but when ad vertised as sp ecials 
for St. Pat’s d ay , p rices are at 
their lowest of the y ear. Also, 
since it’s boneless, cost p er 
serving for the four servings p er 
p ound , classes corned beef as a 
thrifty buy . 
You’ll see both “p oints” and 
“ flats” of corned l^ef offered 
too. “Flats” are leaner, more 
d esirable and cost more than 
“p oints.” Look to the label for 
kind and sty le as well as cut. If 
the cut Is not mentioned , it’s 
likely mad e from the brisket. 
Check labels too for flavor; 
some are p lain, some mild - 
cured and /or garlic flavored . 
Choose the ty p e, sty le, cut and 
flavor y ou like best. 
Corning any of the cuts p ar­ 
tially p reserves the cuts and 
ad d s flavor, but since less 
tend er cuts are used , corned 


beef requires long, slow cooking 
to make it tend er. Most need to 
be removed from the film bag, 
rinsed , p ut into a kettle and 
covered comp letely with cold 
water. Bring to a boil, then 
lower to simmering temp era­ 
ture and simmer until tend er 
(several hours). Do not boil; 
boiling toughens. Corned beef 
can also be covered with water 
and p resure cwiked at 10 
p ound s p ressure 
for 
12-25 
minutes p er p ound , d ep end ing 
on thickness. 
A newer kind of corned beef 
now available is the p re-ten- 
d ered , which can be cooked in 
about half the time. Clearly 
marked as “corned beef for 
oven roasting,” it need s no 
liquid and no cover when roast­ 
ed , Ck)st, of rourse, is higher for 
this ad d ed ronvenience. 


Corned beef requires a sp ecial 
carving technique. B(*st results 
will occur if y ou begin at the 
narrow end and cut across the 


grain 
into one-eighth inch^^ 
slices. 
The grain changes 
d irections 
as 
carving 
p rogresses so turn the meat so 
cross-grain cutting can con­ 
tinue. 
Serve corned beef with sotir- 
cream-horserad ish sauce, mus- 
tartl sauce, relish« , chili-p lckle 
sauces, p ineap p le raisin sauce 
or just simp ly “as is” with the 
trad itional cabbage. There’s 
p lenty of cabbage available this 
y ear too, and though sup p lies 
are smaller than a y ear ago, 
p rices are the same and quality 
is ex cellent. Cabbage will retain 
best 
flavor 
and 
ex cellent 
quality , along with more nu­ 
trients. when cut into small 
wed ges and cooked quickly (15 
minutes or less). 
So whether y ou’re Irish- 
American or any other na­ 
tionality , choose corned beef 
and cabbage this wwk and save 
on the “grt*t*n” while St. 
Pat

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Congress Aims To Avoid Huge Gasoline Tax Hike 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A kej; 


Democrat -says 
negotiators 


seeking an energy compromise 
between President Ford and 
Congress are aiming to avoid 
higher gasoline taxes and oil 
import quotas this year while 
the economy is ailing. 


Rep. Al Ullman, D-Ore., 


chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee which is 
drafting an energy bill, said his 
plan for an eventual 40-cent-a- 
galton increase in gasoline taxes 
is dead. Instead, he said a five- 
cent hike next year would be 
more likely. 


He indicated other members 


of the panel objected to the steep 
increase, from the present 
four-cent-a-gallon rate, for fear 
it would further depress the 


economy. 


Ullman said hearings before 


his committee will conclude 
Monday and key decisions on 
what the measure will contain 
should be made before the 
Easter recess. 


The goal is to get the bill to 


the House floor by mid-April, he 
said. 


The Easter recess also is the 


target for final action on the 
S21-billion, tax-cut bill passed 
by the House and now before the 
Senate Finance Committee. 


Ford said Tuesday the Senate 


should not consider a repeal of 
the oil depletion allowance 
together with the tax-cut bill. 
The President said he was con- 
cerned the controversy over the 
oil depletion allowance would 


delay the tax cut. 


The President was told Tues- 


day by Federal Energy Ad- 
ministrator Frank G. Zarb that 
"a compromise can be reached 
in the next several weeks" with 
congressional leaders on energy 
legislation. 


Ullman and Zarb and their 


staffs have been working on the 
compromise. 


Compromise

Democratic ranks led to Ull- 
man's statement that a steep 
gasoline tax hike isn't likely in 
the near future. 


"My judgment is we'll not go 


beyond five cents next year," he 
said, referring to an increase in 
the gasoline tax. The Ways and 
Means Committee's package al- 
so is expected to include 


standby 
authority for 
the 


President to impose gasoline 
allocation and rationing, an 
energy trust fund to finance 
research into alternate energy- 
sources and possibly a windfall 
profits tax on oil producers. 


Ford's program 
includes 


higher oil tariffs and taxes and 
the end of price controls on 
domestic oil and natural gas. 


Ullman said his committee is 


working on an oil import quota 
"with enough flexibility to take

Reds Are Only 40 Miles From Saigon

SAIGON. South Vietnam (AP) — The North Vietnamese overran 


a district town 40 miles north of Saigon today as helicopters ferried 
thousands of government reinforcements to a threatened provin- 
ml capital in the Central Highlands, the South Vietnamese com- 
mand reported. 


The command said Tri Tarn, called Dau Tieng when the U.S. 


25th Infantry Division defended it in the 1960s, was lost after a 
North Vietnamese infantry' and tank assault that began Monday. 
The command claimed seven \orth Vietnamese lanks were des- 
troyed. It said the fate of several hundred government troops was 
unknown. 


Tri Tarn was the 16th of South Vietnam's 244 district towns lost 


by the government since the cease-fire agreement two years ago 
and the closest to Saigon of those lost. Four others have been lost 
in the past five days.

Draft Lottery Still Around 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two million young men born in 1956 will 


find out from the national draft lottery- what chance they would 
have of being called up if the military draft were resumed. The 
draft callup system is designed to supplement the all-volunteer 
armed forces in case of a national emergency, according to 
Selective Service Director Byron V. Pepitone. The men who got 
their numbers today will be in the first group for possible callup 
next year. Then, each year after that, they will fall into a lower 
priority until they are no longer liable for the draft, normally at 
age 26. Those who drew numbers 95 and lower will be given higher 
priority and placed in an "available" class unless they are eligible 
for deferment or exemption. Those assigned numbers 96 and 
above will remain in the "holding class." 
Mariner 10 Takes Last Gasp 


PASADENA. Calif. (AP) - Burning its last drops of fuel. 


Mariner 10 will take a third and final closeup look at sunscorched 
Mercury on Sunday. The bug-shaped space explorer will make a 
four-hour fly-by, passing at one point only 131 miles from the 
surface of Mercury. It will be-the closest fly-by of another planet 
yet attempted. The encounter will exhaust the 1,000-pound probe's 
altitude control gas and propellant. It will go into orbit around the 
sun. a space age ghost ship. In addition to snapping about 650 
photos, the fly-by's primary objective is to gather data about 
Mercury's unexpected magnetic field. It was discovered by 
Mariner on its first rendezvous with the planet March 29, 197-!.

The U.S. Embassy said nine Americans — an official of the U.S. 


aid program and eight missionaries — were still trapped in Ban 
Me Thuot but were safe and had enough food and water. 


The Saigon command said another district town 60 miles 


southwest of Ban Me Thuot, Kien Due, also was holding out 
against N'orth Vietnamese tank assaults. 


The Saigon command said there was also heavy shelling and 


hard fighting at a number of other points around the country, from 
along the Cambodian border in the Mekong Delta to the northern 
quarter. In the latter sector government marines withstood^ 
1.000-round barrage. 


In Cambodia, heavy shelling of the Phnom Penh airport con- 


tinued, but the American supply airlift resumed after a brief 
suspension Tuesday.

"We either nave to modify the 


criminal justice system or ex- 
pand the facilities to handle 
more trials," Smietanka said of 
the figures.

Recently, this reporter was 


permitted to observe a plea- 
bargain in action. The defen- 
dant was charged with three 
counts of armed robbery, each 
of which carries a maximum 
term of life imprisonment. 


The defense attorney suggest- 


ed the charge be dropped to as- 
sault with intent to rob while 
armed, sinee.it carries the same 
maximum penalty. He also 
pointed out that a plea to that 
charge would save the county- 
money by not going to trial, and 
that no one was hurt during the 
robbery. 


Smietanka countered that the 


trial would only take two days, 
costing about $2,000. and a con- 
viction, which he felt was cer- 
tain, would serve as a deterrent 
to other such crimes. (Because 
the case is still pending.

Smietanka told the attorney

The defense attornev su ggest­ 
ed the charge be dropptxl to as­ 
sau lt with intent to rob while 
armed, since it carries the same 
maximu m pi'nalty. He also 
ixiinted ou t that a plea to that 
charge wou ld save the cou nty 
money by not going to trial, and 
that no one was hu rl du ring the 
roblx^ry. 
Smu lanka cou ntert*d that the 
trial wou ld only take two days, 
costing abou t $2,000. and a con­ 
viction. which he fell was cer­ 
tain. wou ld serve as a deterrent 
to other su ch crimes.

Smie­ 
tanka askt*d that no more of the 
faits of the case be released.)

LISBON, Portugal (AP) - 


Portugal's 
leftist 
military 


rulers announced today that 
they are assuming permanent 
political powers following an 
attack by two air force planes on 
an artillery regiment near the 
Lisbon airport. 


After an all-night session, the 


200 officers of the ruling Armed 
Forces Movement announced 
that elections for an assembly to 
write a new constitution would 
be held as scheduled April 12. 
But they said they were setting 
up a new Revolutionary Council 
to "institutionalize" military 
participation in the country's 
political life. 


The Communist party, which 


has one member in Premier 
Vasco 
Goncalves' 
cabinet, 


seemed likely to get the addi- 
tional representation it has been 
demanding. The officers voted 
their full support to any changes 
Goncalves wants to make, and 
the premier in a broadcast sta- 
tement said the "political 
analysis of the Communist 
party has always been correct." 


The military regime termed 


the brief attack Tuesday an 
uprising which it blamed on 
"reactionary" elements headed 
by Gen. Antonio Spinofa, the 
military government's 
first 


president. Spinola's successor. 
President Francisco da Costa 
Gomes, appealed for calm and 


said the government was in 
complete control. 


Brig. Gen. Otelo Saraiva de 


Carvalho, the 
government's 


security chief, implicated the 
United States, saying U.S. Am- 
bassador Frank Carlucei "had 
better leave after what hap- 
pened today." 


"I categorically deny that the 


U.S. "Embassy or the govern- 
ment was in any way involved in 
events in Lisbon today," said a 
State Department spokesman in 
Washington. 


Military units took up posi- 


tions around the U.S. Embassy 
as leftists surged into the street 
to show support for the govern- 
ment. A mob sacked 
the 


headquarters of the conserva- 
tive Center Democratic party. 


Spinola, a conservative who 


was ousted by leftist generals 
last 
September, 
fled 
by 


helicopter with his wife and 18 
officers to a Spanish air force 
base just across the border. 
Unconfirmed reports said they 
contacted diplomatic represen- 
tatives of Brazil, which gave 
asylum to the president and 
premier of the Portuguese dic- 
tatorship ousted last April.

closed the border with Spain 
and said Spinola, once the hero 
of the military 
revolution. 


headed a list of 28 officers who 
would be "arrested, tried and 
punished."

attack by two propeller-driven, 
air force training planes on the 
1st Light Artillery Regiment 
barracks.

than just the thrill of going to his Orst spring training camp 
21 yews ago.

"Things were different then. We couldn't stay with the rest 


of the team. We stayed in private homes," the player- 
manager of the Cleveland Indians said after a spring 
workout here. 
' 


By "we" he meant the black players on the Cincinnati 


Beds team which went to Florida in 1»S5. 


Major league baseball's color line had been broken just 


nine years earlier when another Robinson, Jackie of the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, bad been signed by Branch Rickey. The 
Dodgers trained once in Cuba and another time in the 
Dominican Republic to avoid the problems they might en- 
counter as an integrated team in the then-rigidly. segregated 
South. 


Frank Robinson became the majors' first black manager 


with his appointment over the winter. Jackie Robinson, 
before his death in 1972, was among those who criticized 


baseball tor its seeming reluctance to take that step. 


"This is no common training camp," the Cleveland 


manager says, but be doesn't allude to any historic sig- 
nificance.

He just likes to think that although he's a rookie manager 


he's running a camp that nil! give his players a little edge on 
other American League teams when the season, opens next 
month.

"I was here for Frank's initial meeting With all the

probably more so than anyone outside the team imagined." 


The Indians will have co-captains this year, Frank Duffy 


who is wtite and George Hendrick who is black. But Robin- 
son said he named Duffy, the shortstop, to handle the infield 
and Hendrick, the center fielder, to handle the outfield. 


"The center fielder is the key man in any outfield. I want 


to make sure that if be tells another outfielder to move a 
little, they'll do it," said Robinson. "I had no other motive in 
making him captain, such as giving George motivation." 


Hendrick, who made the American League All-Star team 


last year, has hit 40 homers in his two seasons at Cleveland 
but became former Manager Ken Aspromonte's biggest 
personnel problem. He was accused of failing to give 100 per 


cent and Aspromonte's losing battle to motivate Hendrick 
was one reason be lost his job. 


Wills says Robinson's personnel problems will probably be 


the same as any manager's. 


"The biggest problem is always keeping the guys who 


aren't starting happy. I've never seen a player sitting on the 
bench who thinks his manager is the greatest guy in the 
world," Wills said. 


"I'll try to get the extra men involved as much as I can," 


said Robinson. "Earl Weaver had four outfielders rotating a 
lot at Baltimore, and I'd like to try something like that here 
if it's practical." 


One thing he knows as a player is that "ballplayers 


second-guess a manager the same as fans and writers do, 
maybe even more so." As a playing manager, Robinson can 
lead some by example on the field. 


"That's the first time I ever saw a manager sweat in

recommended that live broad- 
cast coverage of the Congress' 
floor proceedings be allowed on 
a one-year trial basis this year. 


The proposal was given 


impetus by the nationally-

Senate Watergate

The slow viruses are one 


example of what may be called 
the "stalled diseases," meaning 
those in which there 
are 


roadblocks to, full understand- 
ing of how they come about and 
how they can be cured or 
prevented. 


Our two major killers, heart 


disease and cancer, are stalled 
in varying degrees. 


So also are other diseases — 


some caused by viruses — 
which receive far less money for 
research and cure, but which 
impose an enormous burden of 
human pain, disability, and 
death 
upon 
millions 
of 


Americans. 


Those to be described in this 


series are multiple sclerosis, 
diabetes, allergies, hepatitis, 
kidney diseases, and arthritis. 


In truth, they are not comple- 


tely stalled: there has been 
some heartening progress. But 
the frontal assaults to find cures 
or controls have foundered 
primarily for lack of basic 
knowledge of why and how these 
diseases occur. ' 


Lack of research funds also 


has been a problem. 


National Institute of Health 


funds for research in cancer and 
heart disease have increased 
rapidly in this decade. For 
cancer, they rose from $190 
million in 1970 to $527 million 
last year, and for heart disease 
and stroke, they have gone up 
from $176 million to $296 million 
the five years. In contrast, NIH 
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budgets for research into mul- 
tiple sclerosis, allergies, arthri- 
tis, hepatitis; diabetes and kid- 
ney diseases ranged last year 
from $4.2 million to $28.4 
million. 


Several hard-questions are 


blocking major progress. 


In one case or another, not 


enough is known yet about au- 
toimmune diseases, in which 
the body's natural defenses 
become subverted to produce 
diseases rather than to prevent 
them. 


Not enough is known yet about 


all the way's that cells and or- 
gans "talk" with one another, 
including through the genetic 
code; the way instructions 
sometimes go awry or are 
disobeyed. 


Not enough is known yet as to 


how to grow and harvest a 
number of disease viruses, to 
identify them, perhaps to make 
vaccines with them. 


Not enough is known yet about 


"receptor sites" in the body on- 
to which hormones and vitamins 
and some drugs must latch in 
order to become effective. When 
receptor sites are missing, 
deficiency diseases can occur, 
such as rickets from inability to 
respond to vitamin D. 


"There is a flock of such 


diseases, not a single one of 
them yet treatable or curable. 
And they won't be without 
further 
chemical and cell 


studies," says Dr. Dewitt Stet- 
ten Jr., deputy director for 
science of the National Insti- 
tutes of Health. 


Slow virus diseases 
are 


• equally baffling. Some scien- 


tists consider them to be "in- 
complete" viruses that remain 
: inactive in the body until 
something happens to supply 
' the missing component. 


Various bits of evidence link 


measles virus to the develop- 
ment later in life of multiple 
sclerosis, and another more 
rare nerve disease, subacute 
sclerosing panenephalitis, nick- 
named SSPE. A fatal disease, 
SSPE strikes perhaps one in a 
million children 
or young 


adults. 
" In most cases, the SSPE vic- 
tims had contracted measles in 
the first year of life, when nor- 
mal immune mechanisms are 
not yet well developed, says Dr. 
Donald B. Tower, director of the 
National 
Institute 
of 


Neurological 
Diseases 
and 


Stroke. 


Four out of five Americans 


may be infected with another 
agent, the cytomegalovirus 
(CMV), which rarely causes ill- 
ness in adults. When it does,' it 
produces fever and swollen 
glands. 


But unborn babies who catch 


CMV from their mothers are 
sometimes born with brain and 
liver defects, or babies who ap- 
pear perfectly healthy at birth 
may some years later suffer 
from deafness or borderline 
brain damage. 


A slow virus is suspected of 


causing 
Creutzfeldt-Jakob 


disease, marked by early and 
exaggeraed senility with forget- 
fulness, 
slowed 
body 


movements, erratic gait, and 
mental deterioration. 


C-J disease, named for its 


discoverers, occurs sporadically 
through the world, and tends to 
run in families. It can be 
surprisngly transmissible, Dr. 
Tower says, telling of a report of 
an eye operation in which a 
person who received a corneal 
transplant from a donor who 
had had C-J disease came down 
with the. disease 18 months 
later.

The virus of the cold sore or 


fever blister, Herpes simplex, 
"hides" in body tissues quite 
harmlessly 
until something 


triggers it into action. The 
triggers can be sunburn, com- 
mon cold or the onset of the 
. menstrual cycle. This virus is so 
widespread 
that 
it 
might 


provide some insight into the 
behavior of other latent or slow 
viruses. 


A major roadblock to unders- 


tanding and controlling slow 
virus and other virus diseases is 
the inability, in many cases, to 


. isolate and identify them, says 


Dr. John Seal, scientific direc- 
tor of the National Institute of 
Allergy and Infectious Diseases. - 


As an example, he says that 


the virus causing "intestinal 
flu" with its penalties of vomit- 
ing and diarrhea, can be seen - 
and identified. But all efforts to 
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grow it in tissue culture, as a 
step to harvesting enough vims 
with which to make a vaccine, 
have failed so far. 


Dr. Seal, in an interview, 


qu&tioncd whether it would be 
wise or feasible to try to develop 


vaccines against all the many 
flu-like diseases that come 
along in waves without killing 
people. 


There 
are 
perhaps 100 


rhinoviruses suspected of caus- 
ing common colds, • he said. 


Even if vaccines could be 
developed against all the 100, no 
one knows what adverse effects 
might fallow the pumping of 
dozens of vaccines into people. 


"Might there not be a 


boomerang effect, from sensi- 


tizing people to the agenU you 
are injecting tat vaccine*?" Dr. 
Sealaaks. 


The question may become ur- 


gent when. and if progress 
comes against the (tailed 
diseases.

Lack of research funds also 
h as been a problem. 
National Institute of Health 
funds for research in cancer and 
h eart disease h ave increased 
rapidly in th is decade. For 
cancer, th ey rose from $19 0 
million in 1970 to $527 million 
last y ear, and for h eart disease 
and stroke, th ey h ave gone up 
from $176 million to $296 million 
th e five y ears. In contrast, NIH 


budgets for rc^search into mul­ 
tiple scleixKsis. allergic, arth ri­ 
tis, h epatitis, diabetes and kid­ 
ney diseases ranged last y ear 
from $4.2 million to $28.4 
miUum. 
Several h ard questions are 
bkwking major progress. 
In one case or anoth er, not 
enough is known y et about au­ 
toimmune diseases, in wh ich 
th e body ’s natural defenses 
be<.*ome subverted to produce 
diseases rath er th an to prevent 
th em. 
Not enough is known y et about 
all th e way s th at cells and or­ 
gans “talk” with one anoth er, 
including th rough th e genetic 
code; th e way instructions 
sometimes go awry or are 
disobey ed. 
.Not enough is known y et as to 
how to grow and h arvest a 
numbt*r of disease viruses, to 
identify th em, pt'rh aps to make 
vaccines with th em. 
Not enough is known y et about 
‘Tweptor sites” in th e body on­ 
to w h ich h ormones and vitamins 
and some drugs must latch in 
order to become effective. Wh en 
receptor sites are missing, 
deficiency diseases can occur, 
such as rickets from inability to 
respond to vitamin D. 
"Th ere is a flock of such 
diseases, not a single one of 
th em y et treatable or curable. 
And th ey won’t be with out 
furth er 
ch emical 
and 
cell 
studies,” say s Dr. Dewitt Stet- 
ten Jr., deputy director for 
science of th e National Insti­ 
tutes of Health .

equally baffling. Some scien­ 
tists consider th em to be “ in­ 
complete” viruses th at remain 
inactive in th e body until 
someth ing h appens to supply 
th e missing component. 
Various bits of evidence link 
measles virus to th e develop­ 
ment later iq life of multiple 
sclerosis, and anoth er more 
rare nerve disease, subacute 
sclerosing paneneph alitis, nick­ 
named SSPE. A fatal disease,

Filibuster

Change — By a 73-21 vote — 10 
more than the two-thirds needed 
— the Senate took a major step 
toward changing its filibuster 
cut-off rule by limiting debate 
on a motion to -bring that issue 
to a final vote. The action was a 
victory 
for 
the 
Senate 


leadership and reformers who 
favor a compromise change in 
the Senate's rules to reduce the 
number of senators required to 
cut off floor debate on legisla- 
tion. 


Under the proposed change, 


the votes of three-fifths of the 
total membership of the Senate 
— 60 senators when there are no 
vacancies — would be sufficient • 
to end filibusters. The present 
rule requires the votes of two- 
thirds of all senators present 
and voting to cut off debate and' 
bring a matter to a vote. 


Backers of the rules change to 


lower the number of votes 
required to cut off a filibuster 
argued that it would prevent a 
small minority of members 
from paralyzing the Senate on 
the critical issues that will face 
the 94th Congress. 


Opponents said that the 


weakening of the filibuster cut- 
off rule would be the first step 
toward allowing a majority of 
senators to cut off debate and 
would prevent a minority from 
protecting Hi interests.

NEW YORK — (Special) — How many Berrien county residents 


are holding down local government jobs? 


How does the number so employed locally compare, relative tbs 


population, with that in other communities? 


A comprehensive survey of public employment, covering all 


parts of the country, has just been released by the Department of 
Commerce, based upon data gathered in connection with its latest 
Census of Governments. It lists the number of people on public 
payrolls in the various divisions of local government — county, 


township, municipality; school district and special district. 
Federal and state employes are treated separately. It shows that 
in Berrien county, after converting part-time workers to their 
fulltime equivalent so that inter-county comparisons can be made, 
there are approximately 33 fulltime employes or their equivalent 
locally for every 1,000 residents. 


This is a larger operating force than is found in most places in 


the United States, where the average is 32 per 1,000 population. 
Among total communities in the State of Michigan the average is 
31 per 1,000. As for the actual count, the report shows a total of 
5,467 equivalent full-time workers on public payrolls in the county.

Before Congress considers 


passing 
bills 
to 
extend 


medicare coverage to the mass 
unemployed who have tost their 
work health coverage they 
should include medicare to 
everyone eligible for Social 
Security benefits not just the 
elderly and the disabled. In too 
many cases states do not 
provide medical, assistance to 
those on Social Security whose 
total benefits exceed 
their 


guidelines, yet their benefits 
are not high enough to absorb 
this need, and besides Social 
Security is an insurance in- 
tended for social needs, yet 
these people get sick, too. Those 
not covered by medicare on 
Social Security include depen- 
dent children, those on Social 
Security under 65 who are not 
disabled and those receiving 
mother's benefits. 


If everyone on Social Security 


with the exception of those 72 
and older are to be restricted on 
earnings of $2,510 a year 
without losing benefits then all 
should get the same total 
benefits 
which 
includes 


medicare or the earning limit 
abolished for those not covered 
with medicare since health 
funds are needed through earn- 
ings. If states are not going to 
supplement everyone on Social 
Security with medicaid who is 
not covered by medicare, who is 
in medical need, and food 
stamps are also being withheld 
from people on Social Security 
not 
covered 
by medicare 


because states are counting 
Social Security as income when 
it is not income as such but an 
insurance intended for social 
needs only, then the Social 
Security program should not be 
allowed to discriminate by 
excluding 
certain 
Social 
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Security recipients from the 
medicare benefits when they too 
are restricted on earnings that 
do not include earnings high 
'enough to compensate this loss. 


Our present laws allow 


children on Social Security- to be 
deprived 
of 
medicaid 
or 


medicare, with mothers' earn- 
ing rights jeopardized b)' the 
earning limitations 
without 


regard to her need to earn more 
to support children's medical 
needs when welfare programs 
escape any responsibility for 
assisting them because their 
eligibility for Social Security 
benefits. 


If welfare programs 
can 


make people on it automatically 
eligible for medicaid, then 
anyone eligible for Social 
Security should be eligible for 
medicare. 


Workers are not the only ones 


who need to be singled out for 
health benefits. Many on Social 
Security who have sacrificed 
their employment rights so the 
unemployment picture is not 
bigger than it is also deserve 
medicare rights. Instead they 
are 
given 
enough 
Social 


Security to make them ineligi- 
ble for welfare supplements 
which is necessary for medicaid 
coverage, only to get blacklisted 
for medical aid as if being on 
Social Security only were one 
big crime that deserved the 
penalty of going without health 
insurance.

Security 
and 
cannot 
get 


supplemented 
for 
medical 


needs under" existing welfare 
programs because of their 
Social Security income^ then 
they too should rate medicare 
before extending medicare to 
the mass unemployed.

Q. My daughter has a child 


just turned 4 years ok) who ac- 
tually has bitten pieces out of 
her lip and her tongue and even 
extracted three of her own 
upper front teeth by wiggling 
them back and forth until they 
were loose enough for her to pull 
out by herself. The child doesn't 
seem to hare any knowledge of 
pain. Is there such a thing as 
having teeth or lips that don't 
have ordinary nerves that cause 
pain? 
. A. It seems to me that your 
granddaughter 
is one who 


should be thoroughly examined 
by a neurologist and perhaps a 
psychiatrist, rather than have 
me, a dentist, hazard a guess as 
to the problem! 


While it is true that children 


sometimes wiggle out their 
baby teeth before they are really 
supposed to be out. such ins- 
tances seldom happen at age 
four, when the roots of the baby 
teeth are still pretty long and 
well embedded in the jaw. At 
age six it wouldn't be too 
unusual — but at four it is quite 
unusual. 
1 Also, the self-injury to the lip 
and tongue is something to be 
concerned about. 


There is a rare disease called 


"analgesia congenita" in which 
there is complete absence of 
pain perception. It is noticed in 
early childhood, when a child 
inflicts injury to himself without 
showing signs of pain. Because 
nothing seems to hurt them they 
may get reckless — cutting 
their fingers, picking up hot 
things with their hands, jump- 
ing from trees, etc., just to show 
off! 


Patients afflicted with this 


disease seldom reach an ad- 
vanced age, partly because of 
severe injuries or because of 
serious illness, such as appen- 
dicitis which occur painlessly 
and hence are overlooked or 
disregarded. 


The cause of "analgesia con- 


genita" is not known and the 
only therapy is the prevention of 
injury and prompt treatment 
when injury does occur. 


Q. My husband has a condi- 


tion that is very uncomfortable 
for him. It seems that just 
before he sits down to eat a meal 
at home, he gets a painful 
swelling in the bottom of his 
mouth. Usually the swelling 
goes away after a while, but 
leaves his mouth quite sore. 
Have you any suggestions? 


A. I suspect your husband has 


a salivary duct stone in the floor 
of Ms mouth. They are similar 
to gall stones. 


A; patient with salivary duet 


stones can often feel them by 
feeling the floor of his mouth a 
half inch or an inch inside of the 
tower front teeth. They may also 
be detected by an x-ray. 


The pain and swelling is 


caused by the fact that eating or 
sometimes even the thought or 
odor of food causes saliva to 
flow faster. If salivary stones 
are blocking the salivary duct, 
the saliva can't drain into the 
mouth and it backs up in the 
duct, and into the gland, which 
is often quite a painful situation. 


Although sialolithiasis. as the 


condition is called, may occur at 
just about any age, it is most 
common in middleage adults. 


Sometimes 
small salivary 


duct stones can be removed by 
stimulation, that is, massage of 
the floor of the mouth where the 
stones may be felt, but it may be 
necessary to remove them sur- 
gically. They seldom recur.

This bids fair to become a 


long-running 
controversy. 


Ironically, I, too. think options 
are an interesting method of 
adding income for holders of 
conservative stocks. I think the 
new trading arena provided by 
CBOE and the American Stock 
Exchange are definite pluses 
and by all means deserve a 
place in the widening invest- 
ment spectrum. 


What does disturb me is the 


frequently careless brokerage 
approach reflected in letters to 
my desk to the effect that this is 
a new "sure-fire" system of 
making profits — even to the 
extent of "guaranteeing" an- 
nual increments of 10, 15. 20 or 
40 per cent. That's where I draw 
a big black line, because I know 
of no guarantees I can label 100 
per cent, except U.S. govern- 
ment guarantees. After that, in 
my book, it's all up for grabs. 


This broker's heart is in the 


right place, but he refuses to 
take cognizance of the fact that 
every holder of 100 shares of 
A.T.&T. or U.S. Steel or RCA 
(and other issues on which op- 
tions are traded) is not a tape

not take into account, 100 per 
cent, the various benefits of a 
capital gain offset by a straight 
operating loss (as on the 
repurchase of an option at a 
higher price). Furthermore, 
while this broker (whose desk is 


- right in the middle of one of the 
world's financial centers) may 
devote his days to option trad- 
ing, the vast majority of brokers 
are still on the periphery of this 
newish medium. And, of course, 
their customers know far less — 
if anything — about it. 


Furthermore, I want to point 


out that even he softens his ar- 
gument a bit when he talks of 
"minimizing market losses" 
and asks for a better unders- 
tanding of the "risk-reward" 
relationship. When you use the 
word "minimizing" and "risk" 
you automatically block out a 
"sure thing." 


Finally, I offer the testimony 


of a reputable broker who stated 
flatly and publicly that the op- 
tion market was not for the 
average small investor. I think 
that is perhaps going a little too 
far. but it does lend respectable 
weight to my cautionary posi- 
tion. 


To sum up: 1 think the option 


market is a fascinating arena. It 
can be profitable. It's got to 
have some degree of risk. It's 
another interesting financial 
tool to be used — but first un- 
derstood. And. at all times, 
watched steadily by an expert 
who knows the angles.

Money 
Mutiials 
Facing 
New Test

NEW YORK (AP) - A 


curious thing is happening in 
the mutual fund industry, and if 
interest rates continue to fall it 
may evolve into something 
deserving ef a more descriptive 
adjective. 


Here is the background: 


Several 
years 
ago many 


thousands of Americans aban- 
doned mutual fund investments, 
seeming to prefer instead a 
safer depository for their funds 
— in banks and bonds, for ins- 
tance. 


This coincided with a decline 


of the stock market as an outlet 
for discretionary funds. And 
since the mutual fund industry 
was invested almost entirely in 
stocks, it was believed they 
couldn't do better than stocks. 


But last year the flight from 


mutual funds slowed. In fact, 
net sales totaled $1.4 billion, the 
best sales year since 1970. It 
wasn't that redemptions didn't 
continue; they did. The change 
resulted from a brand-new 
product. 


The new item was the money 


market fund, which invests in 
bank certificates of deposits, 
commercial paper-money lent 
by one company to another — 
Treasury bills and the like, all 
of which pay interest. 


Since interest rates hit his- 


toric highs, the money market 
funds, so called because they 
can be turned into cash quickly, 
did extremly well. Their sales 
soared. 


Meanwhile, the rest of the in- 


dustry has been doing poorly. In 
1974, sales of growth funds, 
which are heavily invested in 
common stocks, fell 40 per cent. 
Sales of the "growth and in- 
come" category, less volatile, 
fell 26 per cent. 


In fact, redemptions in the 


growth category totaled almost 
as much as sales. And in the 
growth and income category, 
redemptions actually exceeded 
sales by more than $300 million. 


But the money market funds 


sold more than $2.3 billion of 
shares, an enormous leap in one 
year from sales of just $3 
million. "Money market funds 
were clearly the star on the 
financial stage in 1974," said 
one fund president. 


But now comes the test. 


Interest rates are falling, and it 
was high interest rates that al- 
most solely gave the money 
market funds that big boost. 
Meanwhile, the stock market 
seems to have regained some 
vitality. 


So far, redemptions of money 


market funds have been rela- 
tively modest, although rising. 
But can these funds continue to 
attract customers? 


The test isn't long off, 


especially if a. new investment 
climate, based on a belief in 
economic expansion, takes hold. 
The money market 
funds 


depended to a great extent on 
uncertainty and insecurity in 
the stock market. 


In the meantime, it cannot 


even be said with certainty that 
money market funds have been 
a success or that they are even 
permanent, despite their ex- 
traordinary sales appeal in the 
past year. 


Says C. Herbert Emilson, 


president of Putnam Fund Dis- 
tributors and chairman of the 
Investment Company Institute's 
marketing committee: 


"While it seems reasonable to 


assume that money market 
funds will be able to generate an 
attractive, competitive return 
over the long run, until their 
performance is charted through 
a complete interest rate cycle, 
their future success is unk- 
nown." 


The second half of that rate 


cycle is now under way.

the mutual fund industry, and if 
interest rates continue to fall it 
may evolve into something 
dest*r\1ng of a more descrip tive 
adj(*ctive. 
Here 
is 
the background: 
Several 
years ago 
many 
thousands of Americans aban­ 
doned mutual fund investments, 
seeming to p refer instead a 
safer dep ository for their funds 
— in banks and bonds, for ins­ 
tance. 
This coincided with a decline 
of the stock market as an outlet 
for discretionary funds. And 
since the mutual fund industry 
was invested almost entirely in 
stocks, it was believed they 
couldn’t do better than stocks. 
But last year the flight from 
mutual funds slowed. In fact, 
net sales totaled $ 1.4 billion, the 
best sales year since 1970. It 
wasn’t that redemp tions didn’t 
continue; they did. The change 
resulted from a brand-new 
p roduct. 
The new item was the money 
market fund, which invests in 
bank certificates of dep osits, 
commercial p ap er-money lent 
hy one comp any to another — 
Tr(*asury bills and the like, all 
of which p ay interest. 
Since interest rates hit his­ 
toric highs, the money market 
funds, so called because they 
can be turned into cash quickly, 
did extremly well. Their sales 
soared. 
Meanwhile, the rest of the in­ 
dustry has been doing p oorly. In 
1974, sales of growth funds, 
which are heavily invested in 
common stocks, fell 40 p er cent. 
Sales of the “ growth and in­ 
come” category, less volatile, 
fell ‘26 p er cent. 
In fact, redemp tions in the 
growth category totaled almost 
as much as sales. And in the 
growth and income category, 
redemp tions actually exceeded 
sales by more than $ 300 million. 
But the money market funds 
sold more than $ 2.3 billion of 
shares, an enormous leap in one 
year from sales of just $ 3 
million. “ Money market funds 
were clearly the star on the 
financial stage in 1974,“ said 
one fund p resident. 
But now comes the test. 
Interest rates are falling, and it 
was high interest rates that al­ 
most solely gave the money 
market funds that big boost. 
Meanwhile, the stock market 
se(*ms to have regained some 
vitality. 
So far. redemp tions of money 
market funds have been rela­ 
tively mcKlest. although rising. 
But can tht*sc funds continue to 
attract customers? 
The 
test 
isn’t 
long 
off, 
esp tx ially if a new investment 
climate, based on a belief in 
mmomic exp ansion, takes hold. 
The 
money 
market 
funds 
dep ended to a great extent on 
uncertainty and insecurity in 
the stock market. 
Ill the meantime, it cannot 
evi*n Ik* said with certainty that 
money market funds have btH*n 
a success or that they are even 
p eriminent, desp ite their ex­ 
traordinary sales ap (H*aI in the 
p ast year. 
Says 
Herl>ert Emilson, 
p rt*sidenl of Putnam Fund Dis­ 
tributors and chairman of the 
Investment Comp any Institute's 
marketing commitlw*: 
"While It st*eins rt*asonahle to 
assume that money market 
funds will Im* able to generate an 
attractive. ct>mp t*titive return 
over the long run, until their 
p t*rformance is chartt*d through 
a comp lete interest rate cycle, 
Iheir future success is unk­ 
nown." 
The .seco nd half of that rate 
cvcle is now under way.
